and businesses and leaving a 
trail of death and destruction 
and floodwaters chased scores 
of 
Alabamans 
from

A storm system touched off 


tornadoes in portions of the 
Southland. 
One twister left at least one 
person dead and more than IOO 
injured in its rampage through 
the downtown district of Fort 
Valley, Ga. Authorities said 14 
persons were seriously injured 
Emergency crews searched 
through a tangle of crumbling

Improvements 


Noted In Most 


Food Facilities 


The Rush County Board of 
Health heard Environmentalist 
Jam es Evans and Kent Bickell, 
sanitarian, review the recent 
food surveys of food service 
establishments and retail food 
markets. For the most part both 
had praise for improvements 
made over the past two years, 
particularly. Improvements 
resulted from investments of 
several hundreds of dollars and, 
in 
some 
cases, 
several 
thousands of dollars. 
According to the reports, the 
restaurants and cafeterias, 
including those of the schools, 
showed improvements of ten 
per cent over the previous year 
and 32 per cent over two years 
ago 
in 
the 
handling 
and 
protection of foods. Likewise, 
food markets made gains of 13 
per cent over last year and 75 
per cent over two years ago. 
These surveys covered 47 eating 
establishm ents and 19 food 
markets. 
In other business the board 
went on record as favoring any 
plan for the employment of 
federally funded employment in 
the cleaning up of unauthorized 
dumpings along roadsides and 
eslewhere about the county. 
All board members were 
present, with Chairman Jam es 
Haywood presiding. Frank H. 
Green, M. D., health officer, sat 
in on the meeting.

During a special news con­ 
ference held today in the 
Chamber 
offices, 
an­ 
nouncement was made of the 
third new industry to locate in 
Rush County within the last five 
months. 
To be located in an existing 
building at 
701 
West 
First 
Street, in Rushville, Central 
Consolidation Center is the 
newest member of the county 
industrial community. 
On hand to make the an­ 
nouncement were Ladd and 
Betty Burkhardt, owners and 
operators of the new industry. 
According to Mr. Burkhardt 
they 
will 
be 
performing 
essentially subcontract 
work 
and secondary operations for 
other industries. Some of the 
operations that will be per­ 
formed include thermaforming, 
hand trimming, drilling, buf­ 
fing, 
polishing, 
custom 
packaging, sm all assem bly 
work, inspection, spray paint­ 
ing, hot stamping, and heat 
sealing 
Burkhardt ako noted that 
several contracts are already in 
the hopper for 1975. "We expect 
to be employing a number of 
people,” he said, "although at 
this time we’re not sure how 
many people we're going to 
need. It will really depend on the 
business.” 


Chuck 
Vogel, 
Chamber 
President, said, "On behalf of 
all the members of the Rush 
County Chamber of Commerce, 
it is a genuine pleasure to 
welcome you to our growing 
industrial family. The recent 
industrial growth that we’ve 
experienced is indicative of the 
progress that has been made in 
many areas of life in this 
county.” 
Vogel went on to note that 
progress has come because the 
people in Rush County have 
made it so. "Progress isn’t 
something that happens in a 
vacuum. The strides that have 
been made here have been the 
result of people caring about the 
future and their willingness to 
work to make that future 
bright.” 
Commenting on their decision 
to locate in Rush County, Mr. 
Burkhardt said, "We are happy 
to be located here, and we hope 
to be an asset to the com­ 
munity.” He also indicated that 
it is their intention to move their 
residence to the Rushville area 
later this year. 
The announcement of three 
new industries within five 
months 
represents 
un­ 
precedented growth in Rush 
County history. Particularly in 
view of the current national 
economic situation. 


Chamber leaders are quick to 
p. int out, however, that a great 
deal of preparation has been 
done to be able to effectively 
attract new industry. As Manley 
Abercrombie, Chairman of the 
Chamber Industrial Develop­ 
ment Committee, says, "We 
have been saying for some time 
that Rush County has a lot to 
offer industry. A lot of this is due 
to factors like our location, size, 
rail and highway system, and 
the make-up of our labor force. 
But all those advantages don’t 
count for very much if no 
program exists to tell the story. 
That’s basically what we’ve 
done; tell the story and let 
people know that we do want 
new industry.” 


Chamber officials are quick to 
note the remarkable growth of 
existing 
industries 
in 
the 
county. 
During 
the 
last 
18 
months, for exam ple, eight 
existing industries either ex­ 
panded 
their 
facilities 
or 
modernized their equipment 
significantly. 


Chuck Vogel summed up the 
feelings of most those attending 
the news conference by saying 
"We’ve always known what a 
great place Rush County is, now 
other people are finding out that 
it’s true.”

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Bomb Threat Is A Hoax 


INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — A $10,000 extortion note was 
in police hands today after turning up next to an 
apparent bomb timing device found Tuesday in a far 
northside superm arket. 
A telephone bomb threat was received at the G & W 
Food G iant Superm arket, and a quick search uncovered 
a suspicious looking package in the store. Em ployes and 
custom ers were evacuated, and a bomb squad from Ft. 
Benjam in Harrison was called. 
Ft. H arrison officials later called the device a “dud.” 
The note contained another threat, that another bomb 
was hidden in the store. But a search turned up no 
explosive. 


Plea Bargain On Murder Charge 


ROCHESTER, Ind. (U PI) — Charles Lockert, 21, 
Kokomo, entered a guilty plea Tuesday to a charge of 
felony m urder for the slaying last sum m er of Connie Jo 
Fivecoate, Russiaville. 
Lockert entered the plea in Fulton C ircuit Court 
following plea bargaining in which the state agreed to 
drop all but one of the other charges against him. One of 
the other charges carried the death penalty upon 
conviction. 
Lockert was one of three Kokomo persons arrested for 
the slaying of Mrs. Fivecoate, 33, and her eight-year-old 
son, Chad. Their bodies w ere found in shallow graves in 
Starke County last Aug. 13, about two weeks after they 
vanished from the Kokomo area, apparently victim s of 
what started out to be a robbery. 


High Court Rules Against Impounding 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Suprem e Court ruled 
unanimously today that the President has no power to 
withhold from the states allotm ents authorized by 
Congress to finance w ater pollution control. 
After 
a 
detailed 
analysis 
of 
1972 
federal 
W ater 
Pollution Act am endm ents, Justice Byron R. W hite said, 
“We cannot believe that Congress at the last minute 
scuttled the entire effort by providing the executive with 
the seem ingly lim itless power to withhold funds from 
allotm ent and obligation. 
“ Even assum ing an intention on the p art of Congress, 
n the hope of forestalling a veto, to imply a power of 
some sort in the executive to control outlays under the 
act, there is nothing in the legislative history 
... 
indicating that such discretion arguably granted was to 
be exercised at the allotm ent stage rath er than or in 
addition to the obligation phase of the process.”

Mrs. Billman, the speaker, is 
coordinator of the Manpower 
Development Program for Rush 
County, and told Rotarians how 
the plan works. 


Mrs Billman said the funding 
of the program under Title II 
fe d e ra l 
p ro v id es 
$104,000 
through June 30 good for 40 jobs 
in Rush County These must be 
m eaningful, full-time jobs, she 
said, and cannot be “m ake­ 
w ork.” 
She also stated that a sup­ 
plem ental funding had also been 
m ade under the program , with 
$80,000 additional for part time 
jobs under Title VI funds 
Mrs. Billman said that of the 
work force of 8,500 in Rushville 
and Rush County, 710 people are 
listed out of work. The Man 
pow er D evelopm ent people 


interviewed approxim ately 150 
people in two weeks, and at this 
tim e 18 jobs had been filled. 
Because of the low pay scale 
average in Rush County, the 
federal money here provides 
m ore jobs than in any other 
county, she said. 
She also sta te d th a t the 
commission only interview and 
recom m ends 
to 
ag en cies 
providing the jobs. It is then up 
to the agency heads to do the 
actual hiring. 
Workers m ust be paid at least 
the minimum 
federal 
wage, 
with a m aximum of $10,000 for 
any job A worker cannot m ake 
more in an agency than others 
working at com parable jobs in 
that agency are paid, she said 
“Our 
eventual 
goal 
is 
to 
provide a job for everyone who 
wants one, and fold up the of­ 
fice,” the speaker said 
Mrs. Billman said Manpower 
development is not new, that 
under the WFA program , up to 
3,000,000 were employed under 
that federal program . 
The speaker said the Rush 
County Cham ber of Commerce 
was very instrum ental in get­ 
ting the program started here, 
and the Rush County Com­ 
m issio n ers 
approved 
the 
program .

voting on major issues “ blind­ 
ly .” As Larson indicated, he as 
faith in his colleagues arriving 
at compromises in conference. 
However, major changes are 
made without time to check 
possible consequences with 
those in his area that will be 
affected.

Larson defended the small 
school, having graduated from 
Chesterton High School before 
obtaining an undergraduate and 
m aster’s degree from Indiana 
University.

the large schools. Our students 
do as well as those who graduate 
from large systems, and we 
educate them by spending about 
half of what it costs a large 
school corporation in the same 
area.” 
Chesterton and V alp araiso 
are sports rivals, and Larson’s 
wife was the daughter of the 
Valparaiso coach. While they 
knew each other in High School, 
they did not start dating until 
both were attending 
Indiana 
University. Now he has a built­ 
in secretary, and a represen­ 
tative during the times he is 
aw ay from his teaching job.

Rebates are the Rage

N EW YO RK (U P I) — In past 
recessions, 
companies 
cut 
prices when buying slowed and 
inventories grew. 
In 
today’s 
economic 
slump, 
the 
cash 
rebate is in vogue. 
The rebate is not as good a 
deal for the consumer as an 
old-fashioned cut in price. 
But business likes it as a 
hedge against a wage and price 
freeze. If an appliance maker 
reduces the price of a toaster 
by 
$3 and 
the 
government 
suddenly 
freezes prices, 
the 
discount price sticks. 
Under the rebate program, 
the regular sticker price does 
not change and, under controls, 
would be the frozen price. 
Rebates are not as good a 
deal 
for 
consumers 
for 
a 
number of reasons. First of all, 
the customer has to pay state 
and local sales taxes on the full 
price 
of 
the 
item. 
If 
the 
purchase 
is 
financed, 
the 
customer 
also 
must 
pay 
a 
finance charge on the full price. 
The customer might have to 
wait up to a month for his 
rebate check. And if the cash 
rebate comes from his em ­ 
ployer, the customer likely will 
pay income taxes on it. 
Cash rebate programs have 
mushroomed 
since 
Chrysler 
Corp first inaugurated it Jan. I 
as an incentive to reluctant car 
buyers. Now all four major 
U.S. 
automakers offer 
cash 
rebates, and so do many of 
their suppliers. 
The SAH Green Stamp people 
offered 50,000 green stamps— 
cash value $84—to any of the 
company’s 17,000 employes who 
buy new cars.

they are over 40. 
Some of the big settlements 
are widely published, such as 
the sex discrimination agree­ 
ment 
entered 
into 
by 
the 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co., expected to lead to 
$7 million in back wages and 
first year salary increases of 
$23 million. 
Most settlements are far less 
sensational, but still important 
to the worker who wins fair pay 
or a fair opportunity at a job. 
Examples of the enforcement 
work of the Wage and Hour 
Division were prepared from 
the three months period Sep­ 
tember, October and Novem­ 
ber.

case, 
government —not private enter­ 
prise 
— 
got 
caught 
dis­ 
criminating. In a New England 
state, Labor Department inves­ 
tigators opened 340 jobs to 
older workers in state liquor 
stores which had been following 
a policy of a hiring age ceiling 
of age 55. Other agencies in the 
state began looking at their 
hiring practices. 
In Ohio, one company, which 
operated a plant with a large 
turnover, hired only one worker 
over 40 in the year before 
government scrutiny. In the 
following year, the plant hired 
24 applicants over 40 and found

tended to remain. 
Sometimes job applications 


expose illegal age discrimina­ 
tion. One stat£ in the Southwest 
got a letter from the federal 
government 
because

announcement for park rangers 
indicated applicants had to be 
between 23 and 36. 


In a Southern city where a 
hospital was being organized a 
pool of potential nurses was 
being worked up through a 
questionnaire to local regis­ 
tered nurses. The questionnaire 
provided age brackets of up to 
20 to 25, 25 to 30 and so on, up 
to, but not beyond 40 to 45. The 
firm was contacted by the 
government. 


Age discrimination can cost 
employers money, just as sex 
discrimination. In the Midwest

reinstated and given $1,765 in 
lost wages because he had not

Government probers 
found that younger employes 
with less service had been 
recalled, though.

Report From America 


NEW YORK (UPI) — For 30 
years, students who faced a 
last-minute book report often 
turned to comics. 
Many who lacked the time or 
inclination to read full books 
were saved by the Classics 
Illustrated versions of such 
masterpieces as “The Three 
Musketeers,” 
“Moby 
Dick,” 
“The 
Scarlet 
Letter,” 
or 
“Huckleberry Finn.” 
That’s all coming to an end. 
The 
publisher 
of 
Classics 
Illustrated stopped printing new 
editions in March, 1972. Some 
800 million copies of Classics 
comics have been sold in two 
dozen 
languages. 
The 
last 


200,000 copies are now being 
distributed, and those will be 
exhausted within two years. 
“ It’s just 
too 
expensive,” 
says M. Declan Bransfield III, 
publisher of Twin Circle Books 
in New York, which took over 
distribution of Classics Illus­ 
trated from the original pub­ 
lishers in 1969. 
Bransfield cites rising costs. 
Unable to insert advertising 
without disturbing the original 
Classics plates, the company 
decided to stop publication. 
The new editions sell for 39 
cents a copy, but old ones are 
collectors’ items. 
“The first edition 
of 
the 


‘Three Musketeers’ goes for 
around $30,” says Ed Summer, 
owner of the Supersnipe Comic 
Book Emporium in Manhattan. 
“ Collectors are most of the 
market, but every once in a 
while we get a kid who wants 
to crib on an English test.” 
Summer says he has sold 
about a half-dozen sets of the 
original drawings on which a 
particular comic was based for 
“between $300 and $600” each. 
There are 61 of the original 
169 titles left, and most of those 
will go to school systems. 
Bransfield says schools in 
rural 
areas 
are 
the 
best 
customers because they do not 
generally have salesmen calling 
and are therefore more likely 
to deal by mail order. 


“We tried all the big city 
schools in the East. That was 
very poor,” says Bransfield. 
“We tried all the rural schools. 
We got twice as many orders.” 
On 
one 
day, 
orders 
for 
Classics were received from 
schools in towns such as North 
Branch, Mich.; Milner, Ga.; 
Mill Bridge, Maine; Fall City, 
Tex.; 
Versailles, 
Ind.; 
and 
Westfield, NC 
Some teachers use Classics 
Illustrated 
for slow readers 
while “others say they use it 
for precocious kids who have a 
lot on the ball but looking at a 
page of type doesn’t excite 
them ,” Bransfield said. “The 
teachers trick them into lear­ 
ning. They give them a comic 
book.

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Getting The Most 


From Your 


Food Dollar 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. Is 
the cost of food putting the 
squeeze on your budget? If so, 
it’s time for a counter-squeeze— 
squeezing your money’s worth 
out of the food you buy. 
And to do that, you have to 
scrutinize the way you handle 
your food, says Marcile Allen 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University 
You may be wasting food 
and 
its 
n u trie n ts—as 
you 
prepare food for the table, as 
you store it, or as you toss out 
leftovers. 
Of course, you must discard 
some parts of some foods. For 
exam ple, 
fresh 
vegetables 
.usually need some trimming 
peeling, or scraping to remove 
damaged or bruised spots and 
inedible parts. 
But, Miss Allen reminds, you 
should 
trim 
vegetables 
sparingly to avoid excessive 
loss of food and nutrients. 
“The outer leaves of head 
lettuce are coarser and contain 
a 
higher concentration of 
vitamins than the inner, tender 
leaves,” she continues. “Use the 
outer 
leaves 
whenever 
possible.” 
Some trimming is worthwhile 
if it makes a nutritious food 
more acceptable to your family, 
the 
specialist 
says. 
For 
example, the fibrous stems and 
midribs—nearly half the weight 
of some leafy vegetables—may 
be discarded 
without losing 
many nutrients. 
To get the full amount of 
protein, fat, m inerals, and 
vitamins from m eat, poultry, 
and fish, you need to utilize this 
food to its fullest. Miss Allen 
recommends using the meat 
drippings, 
w hich 
contain 
valuable vitamins. 
What about canned foods? 
Proper storage is necessary to 
eliminate waste. 
“Keep canned foods in a cool, 
dry place and limit the length of 
storage time. In general, the 
longer the storage period and 
the higher the storage tem­ 
perature, the greater the loss of 
nutrients,” Miss Allen says. 
This same principle applies to 
food prepared for the table, she 
adds. The longer cooked foods 
are stored, the greater the 
nutrient loss. 
“ Cooked vegetables show 
increasing losses of vitamin C 
as storage time increases. And 
r e h e a t i n g 
p r e - c o o k e d 
vegetables takes another toll on 
vitamin C. So you’ll get the most 
vitamins if you plan amounts so 
your family can eat all you 
prepare the first tim e around,” 
the specialist explains. 
Of course, this doesn’t mean 
that you shouldn’t use leftovers. 
“ Using leftovers is a must ut 
times of increasing food co^ts 
an d 
ever-expanding 
world 
hunger,” Miss Allen concludes.

You don't have to eat your 
heart out over the big bite food 
prices are taking out of your 
budget. There are many ways 
you can save, if you keep these 


tips, suggested by the Ameri­ 
can Dairy Association, in mind. 
Try foods which

little loss or shrinkage and you 
can save on fuel.
